BIENNIAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

STATE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Hon.  O.  Max  Gardner,  Hon.  J.  A.  Hartness,  Secretary  of  State, 
and  Mr.  A.  T.  Allen,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  as  Trustees 
of  the  State  Library. 

Gentlemen  :  I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  to  your  honorable  body  for 
due  consideration  the  biennial  report  of  the  State  Librarian  of  the  State 
Library  of  North  Carolina  for  a  period  covering  twenty-four  months  from 
July  1,  1928-June  30,  1930. 

Our  records  show  very  little  change  in  our  type  of  work.  In  our  requests 
for  1929-1930  we  asked  for  an  additional  appropration  for  books  and  bind- 
ing as  well  as  funds  to  more  properly  compensate  the  present  members  of 
the  staff.  The  State  Library  with  all  other  departments  received  a  substan- 
tial cut.  We  have  tried  to  cooperate  with  the  budget  in  every  way  possible 
although  it  has  worked  a  hardship  on  us  because  our  appropriation  was  so 
small  to  begin  with. 

Each  year  marks  growth  along  some  particular  line.  It  is  difficult  to 
give  statistics  or  to  measure  satisfactorily  the  amount  of  reference  work 
accomplished.  Requests  by  mail  or  over  the  telephone  often  requires  hours 
to  look  up.  Students  and  professors  working  in  the  library  require  a  great 
deal  of  research  work,  but  it  would  be  impossible  to  estimate  by  figures  the 
time  required  for  this  work. 

In  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  an  increased  demand  for  inter- 
library  loans.  If  a  request  comes  to  us  from  a  librarian  in  the  State  or 
out  of  the  State  books  are  sent  with,  of  course,  restrictions.  Reference 
books,  rare  books,  or  books  in  constant  use  in  our  own  library  are  placed 
on  the  restricted  list.  We  follow  the  rules  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  A 
library  in  borrowing  a  book  is  understood  to  hold  itself  responsible  for  the 
safe-keeping  and  return  of  the  book  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  its 
receipt.  An  extension  of  the  loan  for  a  like  period  is  granted  upon  request 
whenever  it  is  feasible.  All  expenses  of  carriage  are  to  be  met  by  the 
borrowing  library. 

There  is  still  a  growing  interest  in  personal  and  family  history.  For 
some  time  we  have  been  endeavoring  to  specialize  in  this  department.  We 
have  many  rare  volumes  in  family,  state,  and  county  histories.  We  sub- 
scribe to  twenty  periodicals  with  genealogical  material.  Almost  every  day 
we  receive  letters  asking  for  some  phase  of  family  history.  Our  material 
is  always  available  to  researchers.  However,  our  staff  is  too  limited  to 
permit  them  to  engage  in  private  researches.  We  are  always  glad  to  refer 
our  patrons  to  some  competent  genealogist  who  will  gladly  do  the  work 
for  them.
